It was asid 
to be probable that a settlem ent ic 
Paris being most unlikely on ae 
count of President Wilson's refusal 
to accept the proposed compromise 
agreed upon by the governments of 
Great Britain, France and Italy, 
the new Italian ambassador to the 
United States, Romano Avenzzano. 
will be charged with carrying on 
the negotiations here. 
The Allied governments are un 
derstood to be of the same mind as 
the American government in re­ 
spect to the advisability of recall­ 
ing the peace missions from Paris, 
the m ajor work of the peace con­
